of Lyme, CT, will swim solo from the Rhode Island /Mas- 
sachusetts border to Boston — a distance of approximately 
80 miles — in nine days from August 11 through August 
19. Mr. Brooke plans to finish the swim in a total of 54 
hours. 

The event — Angel Swim New England 2005 — is 
sponsored by the Angel Charitable Trust (ACT), a non- 
profit organization that raises money for children with 
cancer through athletic events, including swims and bike 
rides. ACT is an all-volunteer organization that gives 100 
percent of the money raise to help young cancer victims. 

Mr. Brooke will begin the third day of his trek in 
Mattapoisett on Saturday morning, August 13, where he 
will swim from Angelica Point starting at approximately 
9:00 am and swim 10 miles to the west entrance of the 
Cape Cod Canal (estimated to arrive sometime aroimd 
3:00 pm). 

Mr. Brooke, 54, started distance swimming at age 
50 when he swam six miles across Buzzards Bay. Based 
upon the support he received from that event, Mr. Brooke 
saw swimming as a means to help others and the next 
year he dedicated his swim across Long Island Sound 
from New York to Connecticut to helping Angel Uihlein, a 
12-year-old girl from Westbrook, CT, who had contracted 
leukemia. Mr. Brooke later helped establish the Angel 
Swim organization, named after the first girl he helped 
who is now cancer-free and supporting other children fac- 
ing the same ordeal. 

This year ACT hopes to raise $175,000 — $155,000

Beached Harbor Seals 

Recently, a number of harbor seal pups, as well 
as adult seals, have been resting on Cape Cod beaches. 
Since June 17, the Cape Cod Stranding Network, Inc. 
(CCSN) has received over 65 reports. Although some have 
required intervention, most of the reports have been pups 
in need of only rest. The biggest issue facing these animals 
has been well-meaning beachgoers inadvertently harass- 
ing them. 

Please help the CCSN is their continued efforts to 
protect the seals and to educate the public about seal life 
history and the dangers of harassing them. Some things 
you should know: 

• Seals are semi-aquatic, which means they spend 
part of their lives in the water and part on land. It is nor- 
mal for them to rest on the beach, and it is okay for them 
to be dry. 

• It is okay for seals to be alone. The seal pups 
that have been seen on beaches are weaned and are not 
maternally dependent. Pups are bom mid- April through 
mid-June, they nurse from four to six weeks, and then 
they are on their own. 

• Keep a safe distance. Perhaps most importantly, 
keep all people and pets away from the seals. This is for

Most people require two to three treatments at one-month 
intervals. Laser treatment is not painless—most patients describe the treatment as being 
snapped with a rubber band several times. 

After lasering, the treated areas form welts that might feel irritated for a few days. I 
suggest using a moisturizer, such as Aquafor, for comfort. It is important to avoid sun 
exposure following treatment, I recommend using Sunscreen 30 or higher when outside.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

Q I am missing teeth on both sides of my upper arch but still 

have some remaining natural teeth. The removable partial 
denture, replacing the missing teeth, is uncomfortable and 
unsteady. I am also concerned that the instability of my upper 
partial denture will damage or loosen the natural teeth to 
which it's attached. Is there a better way? 

If you have existing natural teeth in an arch and they are in healthy condition, it is possible to 
replace the missing teeth using implants as the anchor for a fixed bridge.

This is due to the excessive force placed on the natural teeth and 
jawbone that anchor your removal partial denture. With implants, titanium anchors are what will 
support your fixed bridge. With the placement of titanium dental implants you have a solid support, 
eliminating the need for a removable partial denture. In addition, dental implants help to stimulate 
and preserve your supporting bone.

March of the Penguins. Starring 
a bunch of penguins. Narrated by 
Morgan Freeman. Directed by Luc 
Jacquet. Running time: 80 minutes. 

MPAA rating: G. 

It's possible that the human race is the only species narcissistic 
enough to see itself in every other species. As a pet owner myself, I can 
relate, but what we read as our pets' love might, for all we know, just 
be self-preservational loyalty to the big animal that's feeding them. In 
the French documentary March of the Penguins, a sleeper hit that has 
now gotten a wider release in America, the Emperor penguins of the 
Antarctic are imbued, as in a standard Disney nature film, with emotions 
we can't know for sure if they really have. The new English narration, 
prepared by Jordan Roberts and read with predictable gravitas by Morgan 
Freeman, keeps selling us on the penguins' similarity to us. It's a rather 
offensively human-centered approach to what should be a mystifying 
and beautiful experience. 

To be fair, it could have been worse, and it reportedly was worse in 
director Luc Jacquet's original French version (La marche de I 'empereur), 
which according to Variety used "actors Romane Bohringer and Charles 
Berling to voice penguins murmuring sweet nothings to each other." 
(Someone get me a barf bag.) Here, the only voice heard is Morgan 
Freeman, who once played God and now functions as a godlike presence, 
telling the story of the waddling critters with an air of detached sadness 
when required, sometimes a hint of amusement when the funny little 
guys flop down on their tummies. Either way, the effect is to cheapen 
the footage, which is striking enough on its own. 

Much is made of the harshness of the penguins' quest, wherein 
they must walk 70 miles to a place where the ice is thick enough to 
support mating. Eggs are laid, and the mothers take off for food while 
the fathers stand around sheltering the eggs, and eventually the hungry 
chicks, for four months while the mothers gather fish. Then Ihe fathers 
take off and the mothers take over the "parenting," and eventually the 
chicks are left all alone until they, too, are ready to make the journey 
back to where the penguins started from. The presumptuous narration 
never misses a chance to jerk tears: "This is the first time the father has 




broken his bond with the chick. It is not an easy thing to do." Really? 
How do we know? Did Jacquet interview the daddy penguins? 

I'm sure there'll be a behind-the-scenes featurette on the DVD that 
shows us how Jacquet and his crew withstood the freezing environment 
and gained the penguins' trust enough to allow such intimate footage. I 
can applaud March of the Penguins as a technical feat; the photography 
by Laurent Chalet and Jerome Maison captures the savage beauty of the 
Antarctic as well as the details of the penguins' fur, and Sabine EmiUani 
edits the footage with an organic sense of suspense and grandeur. On 
that level it's a step up from the stuff you might see on Animal Planet or 
a National Geographic special. But tiien here comes Freeman glossing 
over the deaths of tired penguins who can't endure the journey : tiiey don't 
die, they "disappear" or "fade away." When a mother's chick freezes 
to death, "the pain of her loss is unimaginable." We're told that "love 
can find a way even here in the harshest place on Earth." It's certainly 
not anything so mundane as the biological imperative. 

And what about leopard seals? Don't they have to eat and feed 
their young, too? Doesn't their "love" count? Here, they become bad 
guys slaughtering the mommy penguins before they can make it back to 
feed their chicks, and Freeman intones gravely, "They have taken two 
lives — the mother, and the chick who will starve without her food." 
And, presumably, the poor sad-sack daddy penguin, too, waiting around 
for four months for his regurgitated fish meal. (Three! Three are the 
lives taken by the leopard seal evildoers...) Heck, what about the fish 
— don't they have young to feed, enduring love in a harsh place, and 
so on? No, they apparently willingly swim into the mommy penguin's 
beak, because they know those cute little chicks are squealing for chow. 
March of the Penguins is great footage in a shotgun wedding to a sappily 
anthropomorphized point of view. It'll play far better on DVD, where 
you can watch the making-of featurette, turn the sound down on the 
narration, and put on some Philip Glass or something.
